The Legislative Assembly of this Territory 
fixed the location of the Territorial Capital by act, approved 
October the fourth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, 
at the town of Tucson. 


Your memorialists would further represent, that the buildings 
thus far occupied by the Legislative Assembly and the several 
Federal offices of this Territory, are rented of private individ- 
uals, and are in no respect safe or suitable for the purposes for 
which they are used; liable at any time to be destroyed by the 
elements, with their valuable contents.- 


And your memoralists would further represent: That the Leg- ' 


islative, Executive and Judicial records, libraries, furniture and 
other valuables of said Territory, have been as well provided 
for as was possible, but that even these provisions are by no 
means adequate for the safe keeping and preservation of them. 


Your memorialists would therefore most earnestly pray that 
an appropriation of not less than one hundred thousand dollars 
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be made for the erection of Capital buildings at the seat of 
government of said Terntory. 


And we, your memorialists, as in duty bound will ever pray.

To the Honorable Secretary of War of the United States: 


Sir— Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Arizona, respectfully represent; That there are many 
occasions, when the citizens of the Territory might, and would 
co-operate with the military force in their movements or 
inaugurate independent campaigns against the hostile Indians, 
were they properly supplied with arms and ammunition, which 
unfortunately they cannot be by the Territory at this time 


In view of the limited number of troops in the Territory, and 
the war-like disposition not only of the ever implacable Apache, 
but of the tribes long peacable, the necessity of bringing every 
agency to bear in the protection of life and property, was never 
more pressing, and your memorialists respectfully request that if 
not inconsistent with the regulations of Ше Department, 
authority be given to the commanding officers of the various 
military posts, to furnish arms and ammunition to citizens known 
to them, whenever ib is believed by said commanding officer 
that such citizens can and will render effective service against 
hostile Indians, the arms to be receipted for by the parties to 
whom they are loaned and to be promptly returned upon the 
completion of the service for which they are given. 


Your memorialists also respectfully request that it be made 
discretionary with the commanding officers of the posts, to issue 
rations to citizens when engaged in movements against the hostile 
Indians, in cases when the co-operation of said citizens is desira- 
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ble, and they have no other means of procuring subsistence 
while in the field.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Terntory 
of Anzona, respectfully represent that the Acts of Congress, 
approved January twenty-second, a. р. one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven, whereby the net proceeds of the 
Internal Revenue collected in the several Territories for the 
fiscal year ending June thirtieth 4. р. one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-six, and the two succeeding years was appropri- 
ated for the purpose of erecting, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, Penitentiary buildings therein, took 
effect a year and a half before the collection of Internal Reve- 
nue was begun in this Terntory, the first assessment not having 
been Jevied until the Summer of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven. Your memonalists therefore respect- 
fully ask, that n justice to the Territory, the provisions of such 
acts be so amended as to set aside the Internal Revenue here 
collected, until such time as the sum appropriated for use here 
(forty thousand dollars) shall have been aceumulated, and your 
memorialisis, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

Asking the Establishment of a Mai Route from Tucson to Sasabi Flat. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona, would respectfully represent, that the large and 
important intercourse existing between the people of this Ter- 
ritory and those of the contiguous Mexican State of Sonora, 
has induced the Government of the latter State to establish and 
maintain а weekly mail service between the town of Altar, in 
said State of Sonora, and Tucson, the Capital of the Territory 
of Arizona. 


Your memorialists would further represent, that the line 
mentioned connects at Altar, in the State of Sonora, with 
Hermosillo, Guaymas and other important Mexican cities, and 
at Tucson in this Territory, forms a link in the chain of mail 
communication diverging east and west to all parts of the 
United States. 


Your memorialists would further represent that although the 
contractors perform the service from the boundary line, dividing 
the Republic of Mexiéo from the United States, to the town of 
Tucson, they до 50 without any compensation from our Govern- 
ment, but actuated thereto by a desire to preserve mail inter- 
course between the people of both countries. 


Your memorialists would further represent that the service as 
now performed, is upon a route entering into the precincts of the 
United States ata point eighty miles distant from the town of 
Tucson, and thatthey apprehend unless some provisions be made 
to compensate the contractors for that part of the service per- 
formed within the hmits of the United States, the service may be 
discontinued to the great detriment and disadvantage of the 
people of this Terntory in particular. 


Your memorialists would therefore represent that the necessíty 
thereof being apparent, that a mail route be established from 
the town of Tucson to the Sasabi Flat, а point on the boundary 
line eighty miles distant, that service thereon be ordered per- 
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formed not less than once а week, and that it be put into opera- 
tion as early as practicable, 


And your memorialists as in duty bound will ever pray. 


Be it resolved, By the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona, that an authenticated copy of this memorial be furnished 
to our Delegate in Congress, for presentation to Congress, and 
that he be instructed to present the sume and urge and secure 
immediate action thereon.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona, would respectfully represent that the laws of Arizona 
Territory enacted from time to time, need revision and codifica- 
tion, and therefore pray your Honorable body, that an appropria- 
tion be made by Congress of ten thousand dollars to compensate 
а commission of competent persons to make such revision.

publie lands were surveyed, and subject to location under such 
surveys; that we are very much in want of the increased popula- 
tion that would thus be brought amongst us to aid in overcoming 
the hostile Indians, and we are firmly of the opinion that this would 
be one of the cheapest and most successful modes of warfaie.on 
part of the United States Government against the Indians; that 
those who have already made locations on the public lands in 
this Territory are 1estrained from making substantial or costly 
improvements thereon for fear of future surveys, therefore we 
respectfully ask through our Delegate in Congress that without 
delay а Surveyor General be appointed for the Land District of 
Arizona Territory, and that an appropriation of'fifty thousand 
dollars be made to defray the expenses of surveying the public 
lands in said Distnot.
